The earth shall quake before 
them;the heavens shall tremble;

The key word of this text 
is “them.” In last week’s article 
on The Day of the Lord, we re- 
ferred to the statement mite by 
Joel where he referred to “a 
great people and a strong.” We 
tcok the stand that the refer- 
ence is not to people, but to 
something else that manifests 
intelligence. We referred to 
the statement made by Solomon 
that the ant and the conie were 
a people, so Joel was not out 
of order when’ he made the 
statement “A great people and 
strong.” The reason that he 
refers to them aS a people is 
because they shall be so numer- 
ous, and manifest so much in- 
elligence. 
, wasse three says, “A fire de- 
youreth before THEM.” Who? 
This great army of living crea- 
tures that shall overrun the 
earth; before they come on the 
seene there shall be a great de- 
struction by fire . which shall 
break out because of the drouth 
in the land, which adumbrates 
(foreshadows) the great three 
years and a half drouth that 1s 
to come during the tribulation 
period. ' 

This text pictures the tribu- 
lation scene, the two former 
articles while they portrayed 
some horrible events, such as 
destroying insects, drouth, fires 
etc., in this article we step away 
from the present day scenes 
which are only forerunners of 
the more terrible things to 
come, and step over into the 
tribulation period. 

“Nothing shall escape 
THEM.” V. 3. What? This ter- 
rible, horrible army of intelli- 
gent representatives — of Satan, 
coming forth bringing dread 
consternation upon the inhabi- 
tants. See V. 6, “Before their 
face the people shall be much 
pained: all faces shall gather 
blackness.” This is to be much 
more serious than any army of 
men. The inhabitants will faint, 
even turn black in the face from 
fright. O how serious, the day 
of the Lord. k 

“They shali run like mighty 
men.” This shows that they 
shall not really be men, but only 
act as mighty men of war. 

Where will they run? They 
shall run to and fro in the city; 
They shall run upon the wall, 
they shall climb up upon the 
houses; they shall enter in at 
the windows like a thief. V. 9. 
That is they shall slip in, but 
the inmates shall fail to see how 
they make an entrance.

Their running shall sound 
like the noise of chariots, also 
;as a great fire in dry stubble, 
they shall leap on the tops of 
mountains, not just one moun- 
tain, but “tops of moutains,” 
thus showing thatthis great 
event shall not be confined to 
only one locality or mountain 
but it shall be a general torment 
to the remaining habitants of 
the earth, those who fail to go 
in the rapture. Does this appear 
to you that this is an ordinary 
army of men? No it breaks too 
far away from any indications 
of it being a people for us to 
admit it as such. 

This is referred to as the 
Lord’s army and His camp is 
very great. v.11. This verse 
also refers to this event as_be- 
ing the day of the Lord, and 
that it shall be great and very 
terrible; and who can abide it? 
Chis statement corresponds 
with a statement made in Rev- 
elation 6:17. “For the great 
day of his wrath is come; and 
who shall be able to stand?”
